Then, the play was geo up and 
the following decision, recently ren- 
dered. by the Appellate Court, was 
found: . 

“Where, however, as here, it is 
eonceded that the official proclama- 
tion éalled only for the election of 
one, and no showing is made that the 
great body of the electors had actual 
notice and knowledge of the fact that 
two candidates for the office * ® 
might and should be voted for and 
elected, and that one or more of the 
electors voted for two candidates for 
the office * * jtannot be logically 
said that an election was held by the 
people. to fill more than the one of- 
fice called for in the official proclama- 
tion of the election. 

In other words, where, as in the 
present case, there was no notice by 
official proclamation of the fact that 
an election was to be held for the 
purpose of filling two offtees, it must 
be held that in fact there was no 
‘election for any office other than the 
‘particular office designated in the 
official proglamation.’’ 

This leaves School Trustee Brooks 
in control of his seat until May of 
1915. There can be no special school 
elections’ and the appointment of 
Brooks, made by Hanlon, will con- 
tinue fin force until the next regular 
school election, one year hence.

It 
was then discovered that the altering 
would cost the taxpayers .$14,6¢0. 
As the building is said to have éést 
only $8000 to build, it:can -be seen 
that the altering is moré’ than a mére 
bit of patch work. 

When Helms was shown what Nar- 
bett stated regarding the petition 
having no foundation and that it 
would be utterly ignored, he asserted 
that such was not the case. Helms 
declared that the petition had hedn 
Placed on file and no official action 
of any kind was taken.

THE WILSON POLICY ABROAD 


Although the President has seen fit to pay the price—the degre- 
‘dation of the United States—to satisfy Europe, and win its applause, 
the foreign papers are filled with not only unkindly but ridiculous 
eriticisms of his Mexican policy, and even. their pleasure at his pros- 
titution of the American right to control the Panama Canal has 
been sufficient to make them blind to the ridiculous position on 
The 


Hollandise papers contain comic conversations, and fake speeches 


which he has placed himself and his administration in Mexico. 


ridiculing both Wilson and his manager, Bryan, and even the morti- 
fication that an American must feel at their satire and its undeniable 
justification does not obscure their humor. In Canada the papers 
have comic pictures of Bryan and Mexico with superscriptions that 
expose his absuridities, but in France the papers go into the subject 
more deeply, if not less satirically, and point out the absurdity of 
trying to impose an Anglo Saxon civilization upon an Indian nation, 
because after all is said Mexico is not a white man’s country from 
any standpoint.

THE GROWTH OF THE GOOD FRIDAY MOVEMENT 

We have before alluded to the growth of the Good Friday move- 
ment and to the fact that it is being genérally observed all over 
the state. In San Francisco the mayor has issued a proclamation on 
the subject, and at Martinez, Sacramento and other points it is to 
be obsereved. Cards like the following are being sent to all inter- 
ested or distributed in the churches are being endorsed enthusiasti- 
cally. The endorsements were so numerous in Sacramento that 


‘there will be practically no shopping between the hours named, the 


saloons in many cases even closing, and in San Francisco also: 

‘“You are hereby requested NOT TO SHOP or attend places of 
Amusements between the hours of 12:00 and 3:00 p. m., Good Friday, 
April 10, 1914. Compliance with this request will be in harmony 
with the general Christian sentiment of our city. Observance of 
Good Friday Committee.’’ 

In the observance of the day no denominational lines have been 
drawn, but all of the churches have united and joined together to 
makg a success of the day. In the Protestant churches as in the 
Catholic there are to be religious services during the hours named, 
and it looks as though it were going to be a regular Go-to-church oc- 
casion and that all of the churches will be crowded between the 
hours designated. 

Many of the Protestant clergy in Sacramento wrote most en- 
thusiastic letters concerning the movement, and declared that they 
looked upon the idea as a great stimulus to a revival of religious 
interest and they urged their congregation to agree not to buy during 
the hours named, and to do all they could to make the movement a 
success. 

Much interest has been shown in Richmond since the News first 
called attention to the idea, and there is every prospect that the 
mayor will imitate the mayors of other towns in asking the people 
to join in the observance and to close their places of business during 
the hours named.

The 
game thing is true when the red blood of the Indian takes the place 
of that of the negro in the mixture with the white man’s and there- 
fore the 6,000,000 half breeds of Mexico are to be elassed with the 
Indian population rather than with the white. In fact it is to the 
aalf-breeds that we owe the political leaders, the revolutionists, the 
Generals with their blood thirsty methods and the general rearhods of 
savage war fare that prevail south of the Rio Grande. 

The Temps points all that out and ridicules the idea of Wilson 
that with such a nation so composed it is possible to duplicate the 
United States. Of course if the Mexicans could cairyfon a govern- 
ment such as we have here it would be a miracle, first because they 
have not had the opportunities, either by inheritance or experience, 
to learn how to duplicate it and secondly because what we have done 
has taken ages to work out, ages that have hardly begun for the 
white, and have not begun for the red blood that is in their veins. 

The remarkable thing is that a man of Wilson’s education and 
ability should ever have allowed Bryan to persuade him that such a 
thing was possible. And yet the foolish Mexican policy is being 
duplicated in the Philippines and the magnificent work done by the 
United States in that part of the East is being ruined. 


WASHINGTON IN WESTMINSTER. 

pS The sentimentalists, who are having their day in all directions 
*g at present, have evolved the idea of erecting to Washington a monu- 
ment in Westminster Abbey in furtherance of the hands across the 
sea policy. Very properly a number of the English magazines have 
protested against the idea and are opposing it. In the course of 
their protesting they are saying a number of ill-tempered and ridic- 
ulous things about this country and are extolling the American 
traitors who fled into Canada to escape the ignominy and disgrace 
their toryism had brought upon them in this country. They are 
pictured as having endured hardship, persecution, bitterness in- 
describable, foul ignominies at the hands of the rabble (Americans), 
confiscation of property, ruin and despair rather than desert the 
flag of their forefathers.

Rabbits laying eggs,or 
other similar devices do not suggest the real spirtit of the day, and 
cannot possibly enlighten anyone as to why you are celebrating 
Easter, or what was the occasion for sending them a card at this 
special time. Of course if rabbits did lay eggs, the fact would be re- 
markable enough to justify the postal cards, but as the story like that 
of Santa Claus and of the same German origin, was simply invented 
to please the Teutonic children of a bygone Pagan age, there is no 
reason why today grown-up people should be asked to celebrate a 
religious event by being presented with cards bearing pictuses of that 
myth of the past. Our Easter cards to adults, at least should show 
some meaning, and should show some connection with the reason for 
celebrating Easter.

simply do what they are asked more 
or less unwillingly, when they are 
asked. Mrs. Walsh, in the vernacu- 
lar of the day, ‘went to the bat.’ She 
set out and alone, by her personal 
solicitations, secured a very large 
number of donations for the church. 
One was a lot, another was something 
else. When she had made her col- 
lections she proceeded to sell tickets 
for the prizes she had so obtained, 
‘and it is thought she will have paid 
off $4000 of the debt by her own ex- 
ertions in thirty days, while the rest 
of the good people were talking about 
having a fair to raise about the same 
amount. :
